Just because Oprah Winfrey 
donates millions of dollars to poor children in Africa doesn't make her any more 
righteous in God's eyes. Just because Frank Sinatra's will designated a hundred-and- 
fifty-million dollars of his estate to help needy children won't help him escape the 
fires of Hell on Judgment Day. God is NOT impressed with our own self- 
righteousness... 


"But we are all as an unclean thing, and all our righteousnesses are as 
filthy rags; and we all do fade as a leaf; and our iniquities, like the 
wind, have taken us away."
